Statement Withheld.

before noon 
Secretary Tumulty an- 
nounced that it would 
he withheld

the present." 
'No reason for tho change in the 
president's plan was 
given at 
the 
White House. 
Just before the issiif 
of the proposed statement was post- 
poned, however, Secretary Bryan re 
ceived long dispatches from William 
Bayard Hale, who has been confer- 
ring with the 
constitutionalists 
a' 
Nogales and from Charge O'Shauah 
nessey at Mexico City. Whether their 
contents had to. do with the sudder 
change was not disclosed.

The Exact Status. 
The status of the Mexican situation 
up to noon today may be summed up 
as follows: 
The demand which the 
American government made 
yester- 
day on the provisional authorities at 
Mexico City had not un to that time 
brought any response from Huerta -or 
those representing him. 


American Charge O'Shaughnessej- 
had not been instructed to call for" 
h's passports nor had any stens been 
taken thus far toward the withdrawal 
of his diplomatic filiations. 


Still Defiant. 
Mexico City. Nov. 12.—This morn- 
ing passed without 
any 
indication 
that President Huerta intends to ac- 
cede to the American demand that he 
prevent the newly -elerteel congress 
from convening when John Lincl early 
yesterday sent a notification to Huer- 
ta that the United States government 
•would have no further parley with the 
. Mexican government unless the pro- 
visional 
president 
replied 
to 
the 
American demands by six o'clock last 
evening. He also indicated that the 
Mexican government must, inform HIP 
rnembers of the diplomatic corps o,1 
its action in respect to the congress 
by midnight. 


Is at Vera Crur. 


Mr. Lind left Mexico City last, night 
anrl is now in Vera 
Cruz. Nelson 
O'Shauehnessy. charge de affairs of 
the United States legation, awaits in- 
structions from 
Washington.

' generally 
believed that Washington 


i will 
instruct Mr. O'Shaughnessy to 


] close the embassy or to turn it over 
to the legation of some friendly pow- 
er. All speculation as to the future, 
however, is tempered by some doubts 
as to the state of affairs at the na- 
tional palace. 


Not Told Huerta. 
Representations 
were 
made late 
yesterday 
afternoon • to both John 
Lind and Nelson O'Shaughnessy that 
in reality provisional President Huer- 
ta had not been apprised of the de- 
mand from Washington. 
This appeared to he substantiated 


by statements made at. the govern- 
ment offices early today. 
It was declared that Adolfo de la 
Lama, Mexican minister of finance, 
himself had 
been 
engaged in the 
search for Huerta and up to a late 
hour had not succeeded 
in finding 
him either at the national palace, at 
his home, or at any of the places 
where he was accustomed to go. 
Evaded Notification. 
Early in the evening many persons 
here had regarded this absence as a 
ruse on the part of. Gen. Huerta to 
avoid the receipt of the notification 
from the United States, 
but 
there 
seems to be reason to believe that 
his country and the United States ar- 
rived at the point of rupture in their 
relations without the knowledge of 
the provisional president of Mexico. 
Close friends and political associ- 
ates of Gen. Huerta appeared earnest 
•as late as midnight in their assertions 
;hat they could not find him. 
It was suggested in some quarters

This suggestion, however, 


,vas received with skepticism. 


To Close Embassy. 
It is assumed here by niany of those 
'amiliar with the situation that the 
ogical course to be pursued by the 
Jnited States will be to recall Nelson

Huerta reappears upon the scene and 
'rankly yields all 
the

It is thought

No Weakening. 
Provisional President Huerta show- 
ed no signs of weakening this morn- 
ing and the American embassy was in 
a state of suspense. 
An early caller on Nelson O'Shaugh- 
nessy was the German minister to 
Mexico, who arrived before the Ameri- 
can had breakfasted. 
It developed today 
that

course of the preliminary exchange 
of views between Lind and the Mexi- 
can officials on the Question of the. 
dissolution of the new Mexican con- 
jress Gen. Huerta advanced the plea

Predict Capture. 
.Portsmouth, N. 1-1., Nov. 13.—The 


capture of the Mexican city of Tux- 
'.am by the rebels under General Can- 
:lido Aguilar, was predicted in a radi- 
jgram from the United States battle- 
ship Louisiana at Textam which was 
picked up by a wireless station here 
today. 


The message said that the federal 
troops were about to abandon the city 
•ind the several American women and 
children including the daughter of the 
United States consul had taken refuge 
on board the Louisiana. The consul 
refused to leave his post.

He reiter- 
ated previous statements that the con- 
stitutionalists desired only the right 
to import arms and ammunition from 
the United States.

No one here doubted today that yes- 
terday's conference 
had been satis- 


factory to both sides. Carranza, him- 


i self a big man more than six feet tall 
, showed no sign of anxiety as to 
the 


development at Washington, although 
the members of. the cabinet, men of 
more mercurial 
temperament, 
gave 
evidence of some agitation. Constitu 
tonialists 
generally expressed great 
pleasure 
today at the 
attention be- 
stowed on them by the American gov- 
ernment in sending Mr. Hale as an of 
ficial representative of the Washing 
tpn administrator. 
It was deemed an

Rosa's Statement. 


"Our 
system oE granting relief 1o 
our unfortunate clauses is a long way 
from being perfect," 
says Assembly- 
man Rosa, 
"it needs mending sadly 
in many 
spots. 
One of the 
woi-sft 
features ,of our past system has been 
its method of dealing with 
families 
having 
small 
children. 
In 
eveiy 
community there 
is 
one 
or more 
homes, having small children, when 
death, sickness or misfortune to the 
breadwinners, leaves the family with- 
out sufficient and 
at times 
without 
any means of support. 
All to often 
has this condition been met either 
by private chartiy or 
by wrecking 
the home and 
committing the 
chil- 
dren to the state 
public 
school 
at 
Sparta. 
This has been a great hard- 
ship to the family. 
"I believe we will find that it has 
not been either the most efficient or 
the most economical way of dealing 
with the 
problem. 
It is generally 
conceded by authorities on the sub 
ject that the 
institutional 
child 
i?

be started by the. Great 
Northern 
road to test the validity of the law, 
claiming that the assessment of these 
sroperties locally destroys the rule of 
jniform taxation; 
Word 
has 
just 
jeen received by the commission that 
;he Northwestern railroad company 
intends to test the validity of. the 
same law on similar grounds.. The 
basis of the latter suit is the $268,000 
issessment levied by the city of Mil- 
waukee on merchandise docks.of the 
Northwestern company there. 
Bo.th 


Milwaukee city and county have been 
made defendants in the latter action. 
While the terminal 
taxation law 
was introduced by Senator S. W-. Ran- 
lolph of Manitowoc, it was urged the 
lardest by the residents of Superior, 
where there are large ore dock hold- 
ngs. 
The overturning of this law 


would deprive lake port cities like 
Superior, Ashland, Manitowoc, Green 
3ay and Milwaukee 
of 
large 
tax 
noneys now collected locally. To in- 
-,ure the immediate payment of these 
.axes by the railroads, Assemblyman 
Vye introduced a bill at the last ses- 
=ion, which "passed, imposing heavy 
penalties for delay in payment.

RELEASE OF LARKIN 


MAY PRECIPITATE A 


BIG GENERAL STRIKE 


Leader of Transport Workers' Union, 


Imprisoned for Sedition, Will 


Raise "Fiery Cross." 


London, Nov. 13.—The release .of 
James Larkin from prison in Dublin, 
where he was serving a sentence for 
sedition, has apparently served to in- 
tensify the bitter feeling in the labor 
world of the British Isles and a gen- 
eral strike of trade unionists through- 
out the United Kingdom 
is 
again 
threatened. 
The union men are de- 
termined to fight the labor dispute 
in Dublin to a finish. 


Dublin, 
Nov. 13.—James 
Larkin, 
leader of the transport workers' un- 
ion, was liberated today from Mount- 
joy prison, where he was serving a 
sentence of seven months' imprison- 
ment for sedition. Larkin was given 
an ovation at the labor headquarters 
in Liberty Hall. The transport work- 
ers have been on strike since early 
in Decembe_r. 
"I am going to engage to raise the 


firey cross. In a few hours there will 
he a general strike throughout Great 
Britain," Larkin told a huge crowd 
which assembled in front of Liberty 
Hall after his release.

He sponges on the maga- 
zines and newspapers for space, de- 
s-cribing the simplest, and most un- 
interesting form of iife insurance and 
hoping: thereby to secure some busi- 
ness without paying agents. 


"He takes the system developed by 


private enterprise without so much as 
by .their '.leave and then sponges upon 
the agents of the regular companiss 
who work up the business, cultivate 
the iifsured, educate him to the need?

inary work up to the point where the 
state, a cut rate competitor of its own 
citizens, steps in and takes the busi- 
ness. 


"Xobody for a moment believes that 


people in any number would insure 
their lives if they were not invariably 
persuaded to do so by insurance men 
who have made it their business to 
understand the system and explain it: 
advantages and induce the unwilling 
prospect to forego some important 
personal benefit for that of his fam- 
ily. Why should the taxpayers of the 
state of Wisconsin, who do not cars 
for its brand of life insurance, be 
compelled to pay the operating ex- 
7>ense of the insurance company con- 
ducted for those who do?

FEES FOR JUSTICES 


TWO YEAR OLD BABY 


WANDERS FROM HOME 


County Board Revokes Action Taken 


Seventeen Years Ago—Com- 


mittee Reports. 


By a unanimous vote 
the 
Rock 
county board 
ot 
supervisors , this 
morning rescinded a resolution pass- 
ed by that body on January 15, 1896, 
ixing the fee of justices in convic- 
ions for drunkenness, indecent ex- 
posure and vagrancy at fifty cents. 
This action was taken on the motion 
of Supervisor E. C. Hopkins follow- 
ng the adoption of the report of Com- 
iiittee No. 13 on the allowance of 
jills o£ police officers, constables, and 
jhysicians, presented by Supervisor 
ri. B. Meddles, and remarks made by 
Justice Jenson of Edgerton and Su- 
pervisors Smith and Meddles. 
Justice Jenson explained that his 
protest against the existing fees grew 
out of his presentation of a bill for 
f47.61 and 
its allowance at $11.60. 
rle explained that the fees now paid 
were entirely too small In view of 
the fact that the justice must pur- 
chase and pay for• his1 'own blanks 
and other supplies and make out sev- 
eral reports. • In - cases where 
fines 
are imposed the justice receives the 
full legal fee of $2.07, but when jail 
penalties are imposed the fee is only 
it'ty cents. The legal tee is also col- 
ected in cases of assault and battery. 
Supervisor Simon Smith explained 
that the fee was placed at fifty cents 
at a time the sheriff was paid a fixed 
amount every 
week . for 
boarding 
;ramps, and one Clinton justice was 
"keeping from 75 to 100 tramps in jail 
jnost'of the time. Once there was as 
many as 140 in jail. 
The 
county 
joard reduced the fee to discourage 
:he sentencing of tramps. 
Now that 
the conditions that brought about the 
massage of .this resolution had ceased 
:o exist he thought it. should be re- 
voked. 
Mr. Heddles explained that 
this was also the view of the com- 
mittee, but that so long as it was in 
force they felt bound to abide by.its 
provisions, although they were mani- 
festly unjust.
